CUTE CHAMBERLAIN. 


HOW THE RADICAL LEADER USED JOHN 
BRIGHT’S LETTER. 


Effect of Chamberlain’s Speech—Mr. Bright 
Surprised and Pained—A Dark Outlook— 
The Ulster Army—Labor Troubles in 
France—Foreign News. + 


Lonrpon, June 2.—The Standard, referring to 
Mr. Bright’s letter to Mr. Chamberlain, says: 
‘‘Itisonly necessary to remember what it 
must have cost Mr. Bright to write as he did, 
to feel the furce of his moving that the protest 
against the home rule bill be redoubled.’’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech was one of the ablestand most effect- 
ive he ever delivered. We heartily accord 
him credit for acting for what he believes to 
be the welfare of theState. We frankly admit 
that he has given a satisfactory account of 
his reasons as a home-ruler for not support- 
ing the home-rule bill, but he has n an- 
swered the question why he will not allow the 
bill to be read asecond time and then with- 
drawn until the autumn, instead of forcing a 
dissolution.’’ 

BRIGHT’S ferrer. 

The Daily News says that Mr. Bright is sur- 
prised and pained at the result of his letter to 
Mr. Chamberlain; that his object in writing 
was to counsel attention on the partof those 
favoring the principle of the home rule bill. 
Truth says that the mode in which Mr.Bright’s 
letter was used was a masterpiece of strategy ; 
that Mr. Bright is opposed to granting any 
Parliament to Ireland, but, far from agreeing 
with Mr. Chamberlain, holds that if a Parlia- 
ment be. granted it would be most desirable 
that the Irish representatives should not vote 
in the Imperial Parliament. 

A DARK OUTLOOK. 

An article by Eugene Davis, in the Nouvelle 
Revue, predicts a storm of vengeance and re- 
prisals if coercion is again tried in Ireland. 
Discussing the bill, he contends that 
Ireland must hayée the right to protect 
‘her native industries against foreign 
producers for at least a dozen years. He ob- 
jects to the Irish paying tribute to England. 


flasco, the separation of Ulster or the reten- 
tion of Irish members at Westminster. The 
measure as it stands, he says, would be ac- 
cepted by moderate Nationalists, by priests 
and farmers asafinal settlement. The sepa- 
ratists, he declares, are more numerous in 
America than in Ireland.

THE OVERDUE SIBERIAN. 


Harrrax, N. S., June 2.—The Anchor Line 
steamer, British Crown, arrived yesterday 
from London for Boston. Captain Smith says 
he never before had such a voyage on the At- 


lantic. Four days ago, when approaching the 
Grand Banks, he raninto a thick black fog, 
which continued all the way to Halifax, a dis- 
tance of 300 miles. He could not get an observ- 
ation and was obliged to take soundings every 
hour, run at haif speed, and remain on the 
bridge allthe time. He sawnoice. He could 
not see anything the fog was so dense, but 
from reports made to him of the immense 
quantities of ice which have drifted down from 
the Arctic regions hidden by this black fog, 
he fears that many disasters may be looked 
for. Hethinks that the Allen mail steamer, 
Siberian, now nine days over duefrom Hali- 
fax for St. Johns, if .she has not proceeded 
direct to liverpool must have met witha 
disaster. She may have broken her propeller 
in the ice and is now helplessly drifting about.

Princes had disturbed public opinion, and 
their presence afforded a reliyane, point for 
enemies of the Republic. The Chamber of 
Deputies, by a vote of 296 to 250 has agreed to 
consider the repeal of the law of 1802, regu- 
lating the relations of church and State.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Passengers arriving from 
Cincinnati, on the Pittsburg, Chicago and St. 
Louis road last night, brought word of the 
wreck of anight passenger train near Wind- 
fall, Ind., yesterday morning. The train was 
running at the rate of twenty-flye miles an 
hour, and had just sounded the whistle for the 
station, when the engine struck a flat car 
which had been run out on the main track and 
knocked it twenty-five or thirty feet from the 
track.

Mr. Fauntleroy Devotes Over Six 
Hours to Pleading for Hig 
Client. 


The Close of the First Speech for the De- 
fense—The Argument for the Theory of 
Accidental Killing—An Impassioned Ap- 
peal for the Defendant—Mr. MacDon- 
ald Speaks on the State’s Side—How the 
Jury Stand—Proceedings in the Court. 


The case for the defendant in the Preller 
murder case has been practically finished. 
Mr. Fauntleroy has stated his client’s position 
as advantageously as possible, but when the 
best that can be said for him is said the bal- 
ance is heavily against him. e 

-There is one strong point in his case which 
his advocate brought out with dramatic force. 
This pointis the blood-stain on the shirt cut 
from Preller’s body. It is a point that may be 
explained away in several ways, but it stands 
out prominently in this case as the only 
particle of evidence corroborative of the de- 
fendant’s statement of defense. It is the 
only point that possesses any strength 
at all. There is one other that helps 
this one, and that is the admission 
of Dr. Nidelet that he discovered a slight 
abrasion in the membrane of the body exam- 
amined by him. The blood-stain and the 
abrasion are the only features in the entire 
case that speak for the prisoner. 

Ifthe jurors disagree or fail to convict of 
murder these two bits of evidence will be ac- 
countable for it. 

On the other side are the character of the ac- 
cused, his motive, the robbery, his subse- 
quent acts and a mountain of circumstantial 
evidence that buries every incident in his 
favor. 

Every streak of hope is obscured by the 
mass of damning circumstance. If thereis 
any hope for him it must be found in the lean- 
ing of all men to doubt of guilt and to mercy 
and in the vagaries of the average jury. 

To judge from the length of Mr. Fauntleroy’s 
speech if the jury are not dead atthe close of 
the trial it will not be the fault of the counsel. 
The speech was two hours too long for the 


best effect and impression on the jury.

THE ARGUMENTS. 


Maxwell’s Jury Patiently Listening to the 
Speeches of Counsel. 


At the opening of the court this morning in 
the Maxwell-Preller murder Mr. Fauntleroy 
continued his speechto the jury. He said that 
the defense had been criticised for going into all 
the facts in the defendant’s record, but all the 
facts were brought out because they were in- 


consistent with the theory of the State that a 
murder had been committed. 
‘‘Now, to come downto the transaction it- 
self,’’ he said, ‘‘here is a most important 
fact. When the defendant purchased the first 
bottle of chloroform at Fernow’s Preller was 
alive. The defendant allowed the label to re- 
main on the bottle. When he went back to 
get more he pinches off the label and drops it 
on Mr. Fernow’s foot. He states why he did 
it.’’ 

Mr. Fauntleroy argued that the pinching off 
of the label in the druggist’s presence was not 
the actof aman engaged in murdering his 
friend. It was absurd to deemit such. It wasa 

roof of the innocence of the defendant. Mr. 

‘ernow testified that he was not nervous and 
yet the State claimed that he was in the act of 
committing a diabolical murder. The wit- 
nesses all described his nervousness after the 
killing. Merritt Noble, the hotel clerk, de- 
clared that he saw murder in the man’s eye 
when he registered simply because he ran to 
catch the elevator. Another thing: the 
defendant bought a four-ounce bottle 
of chloroform, enough to kill ten 
men, and yet according to the theo of 
the State he didn’t have enough, but had to go

duce the defendant to kill his friend? 
In the first place, Mr. Preller had ised to 
defray his expenses, as the conversation in 
Mellier’s drug store indicated. The defendant, 
if he wanted Mr. Preller’s money, could have 
stolen it. The two men were intimate friends 
slept and ate together and there would have 
beer no difficulty in his taking all the money 
he wanted without committing a mur- 
der. This would have been more 
in —— with his character.

He either 
killed Preller for his mone from the 
most sordid motives or he killed him acci- 
dentally. Would he murder bis friend for his 
money and then be wiiling to give up all the 
fruits of his act to get off? 

AFTER THE KILLING 
the defendant drank deeply, went to his room 
and there left everything in confusion. This 
does not show the plans of a mur- 
derer. He has. his trunk sent off 
and checked. Were his actions after 
the occurrence most consistent with the 
the theory of the defense or that of the State? 
He goes to Aloe’s and tells them there that his 
name is Maxweil and that he is going to 
San Francisco. Mr. Bishop says he 
was enddédavoring to disguise him- 
self. Was that open adgertising of his 
name and destination consistent with the 
State’s theory of disguised flight? The trunk 
nan, the clerk at Aloe’s all testify to his nerv- 
ousness. Take his conducton the streets, in 
the shooting-gallery and in the barber-shop. 
Why, the barber says he acted as 
if trying to attract attention. He was going 
about the streets undecided. He tells you 
himself that he couldn’t make up his mind to 
flight. Mr. Bishop says that every act of the 
defendant after he left the city was to 
conceal his identity. Why, I’m surprised at 
Mr. Bishop’s hardihood in this statement. 
What was done as a matter of fact? He called 
attention to himselt in every way. He showed 
Mr. Edgar his hat with Hart & 
Duff’s name in it. He asks another 
to feel his gown. The passengers are all 
asked to guess the weight of his baggage. 
Why he goes so far according to the State 
as to have a blind man,Mr. Harrison, examine 
his head, to feel it. He not only left a 
trail that a detective could follow, but one 
thata blind man could find. Was thatthe 
cold consideration of a scheming wmur- 
derer? He told others where he was 
going. He not only did that, but he 
was so accomodating in his flight as to tell 
one man who testified here on the stand where 
he had been before he got onthetrain. Was 
that the conduct of a scheming murderer? 
The acts of the defendant, if he committed 
such a murder, would prove him to be insane, 
but the defense in this case has made no such 
pleafor the prisoner. Every act and ste 
that he took proves thathe did not commit 
murder.

CUTE CHAMBERLAIN. 


HOW THE RADICAL LEADER USED JOHN 
BRIGHT’S LETTER. 


Effect of Chamberlain’s Speech—Mr. Bright 
Surprised and Pained—A Dark Outlook— 
The Ulster Army-—Labor Troubles in 
France—Foreign News. + 


Lonpow, June 2.—The Standard, referring to 
Mr. Bright’s letter to Mr. Chamberlain, says: 
‘‘Itisonly necessary to remember what it 
must have cost Mr. Bright to write as he did, 
to feel the furce of his moving that the protest 
against the home rule bill be redoubled.’’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech was one of the ablestand most effect- 
ive he ever delivered. We heartily accord 
him credit for acting for what he believes to 
be the welfare of theState. We frankly admit 
that he has given a satisfactory account of 
his reasons as a home-ruler for not support- 
ing the home-rule bill, but he has ngs an- 
swered the question why he will not allow the 
bill to be read asecond time and then with- 
drawn until the autumn, instead of forcinga 
dissolution.’’ 

BRIGHT’S ferrer. 

The Daily News says that Mr. Bright is sur- 
prised and pained at the result of his letter to 
Mr. Chamberlain; that his object in writing 
was to counsel attention on the part of those 
favoring the principle of the home rule bill. 
Truth says that the mode in which Mr.Bright’s 
letter was used was a masterpiece of strategy; 
that Mr. Bright is opposed to granting any 
Parliament to Ireland, but, far from agreeing 
with Mr. Chamberlain, holds that if a Parlia- 
ment be granted it would be most desirable 
that the Irish representatives should not vote 
in the Imperial Parliament. 

A DARK OUTLOOK. 

An article by Eugene Davis, in the Nouvelle 
Revue, predicts a storm of vengeance and re- 
prisals if coercion is again tried in Ireland. 
Discussing the bill, he contends that 
Ireland must haye the right to protect 
‘her native industries against foreign 
producers for at least a dozen years. He ob- 
jects to the Irish paying tribute to England. 
He depreciates, as the certain result of a 
fiasco, the separation of Ulster or the reten- 
tion of Irish members at Westminster. The 
measure as it stands, he says, would be ac- 
cepted by moderate Nationalists, by priests 
and farmers asa final settlement. The sepa- 
ratists, he declares, are more numerous in 
America than in Ireland. They demand an 
Irish republic, with military and naval inde- 
pendence, and would only accept the bill as an 
installment.

THE OVERDUE SFRERIAN. 


HAatrrax, N. 8., June 2.—The Anchor Line 
steamer, British Crown, arrived yesterday 
from London for Boston. Captain Smith says 
he never before had such a voyage on the At- 


lantic. Four days ago, when approaching the 
Grand Banks, he raninto a thick black fog, 
which continued all the way to Halifax, a dis- 
tance of 300 miles. He could not get an observ- 
ation and was obliged to take soundings every 
hour, runat half speed, and remain on the 
bridge ali the time. He saw noice. He could 
not see anything the fog was so dense, but 
from reports made to him of the immense 
quantities of ice which have drifted down from 
the Arctic regions hidden by this black fog, 
he fears that many disasters may be looked 
for. Hethinks that the Allen mail steamer, 
Siberian, now nine days over duefrom Hali- 
fax for 8t. Johns, if .she has not proceeded 
direct to liverpool must have met witha 
disaster. She may have broken her propeller 
in the ice andis now helplessly drifting about. 
There are thousands of big icebergs drifting 
about hardly visible in the fog.

OTTAWA, Ont., June 2.—The Minister of Jus- 
tice has granted a warrant of extradition in 
the case of Martin Van Fleet, who is now in- 
carcerated in the Brant County Jail.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Passengers arriving from 
Cincinnati, on the Pittsburg, Chicago and St. 
Louis road last night, brought word of the 
wreck of a night passenger train near Wind- 
fall, Ind., yesterday morning. The train was 
running at the rate of twenty-flye miles an 
hour, and had just sounded the whistle for the 
station, when the engine struck a flat car 
which had been run out on the main track and 
knocked it twenty-five or thirty feet from the 
track.

LIFE OR DEATH, 


The Counsel in the Maxwell Case 
- Talking to the Jury. 


Mr. Fauntleroy Devotes Over Six 
Hours to Pleading for Hig 
Client. 


The Close of the First Speech for the De- 
fense—The Argument for the Theory of 
Accidental Killing—An Impassioned Ap- 
peal for the Defendant—Mr. MacDon- 
ald Speaks on the State’s Side—How the 
Jury Stand—Proceedings in the Court. 


The case for the defendant in the Preller 
murder case has been practically finished. 
Mr. Fauntleroy has stated his client’s position 
as advantageously as possible, but when the 
best that can be said for him is said the bal- 
ance is heavily against him. e 

-There is one strong point in his case which 
his advocate brought out with dramatic force. 
This pointis the blood-stain on the shirt cut 
from Preller’s body. It is a point that may be 
explained away in several ways, but it stands 
out prominently in this case as the only 
particle of evidence corroborative of the de- 
fendant’s statement of defense. It is the 
only point that possesses any strength 
at all. There is one other that helps 
this one, and that is the admission 
of Dr. Nidelet that he discovered a slight 
abrasion in the membrane of the body exam- 
amined by him. The blood-stain and the 
abrasion are the only features in the entire 
case that speak for the prisoner. 

Ifthe jurors disagree or fail to convict of 
murder these two bits of evidence will be ac- 
countable for it. 

On the other side are the character of the ac- 
cused, his motive, the robbery, his subse- 
quent acts and a mountain of circumstantial 
evidence that buries every incident in his 
favor. 

Every streak of hope is obscured by the 
mass of damning circumstance. If thereis 
any hope for him it must be found in the lean- 
ing of all men to doubt of guilt and to mercy 
and in the vagaries of the average jury. 

To judge from the length of Mr. Fauntleroy’s 
speech if the jury are not dead attbe close of 
the trial it will not be the fault of the counsel. 
The speech was two hours too long for the 


best effect and impression on the jury. 
a 


THE ARGUMENTS. 


Maxwell’s Jury Patiently Listening to the 
Speeches of Counsel. 


At the opening ofthe court‘this morning in 
the Maxwell-Preller murder Mr. Fauntleroy 
continued his speech tothe jury. He said that 
the defense had been criticised for going into all 
the facts in the defendant’s record, but all the 
facts were brought out because they were in- 


consistent with the theory of the State that a 
murder had been committed. 
‘*Now, to come downto the transaction it- 
self,’’ he said, ‘‘here is a most important 
fact. When the defendant purchased the first 
bottle of chloroform at Fernow’s Preller was 
alive. The defendant allowed the tabel to re- 
main on the bottie. When. he went back to 
get more he pinches off the label and drops it 
on Mr. Fernow’s foot. .He states why he did 


it. 

Mr. Fauntleroy argued that the pinching off 
of the label in the druggist’s presence was not 
the act of aman engaged in murdering his 
friend. It was absurd to deemit such. It wasa 

roof of the innocence of the defendant. Mr. 

‘ernow testified that he was not nervous and 
yet the State claimed that he was in the act of 
committing a diabolical murder. The wit- 
nesses all described his nervousness after the 
killing. Merritt Noble, the hotel clerk, de- 
clared that he saw murder in the man’s eye 
when he registered simply because he ran to 
catch the elevator. Another thing: the 
defendant bought a i  four-ounce bottle 
of chloroform, enough to ki ten 
men, and yet according to the theory of 
the State he didn’t have enough, but had to go 
back and get two onnces more. If he hud used 
up the four ounces of chloroform there would 
have been noneleftin the bottie. For some 
reason unknown when the bottle was brought 
into court it had been washed out with water. 

Mr. Fauntleroy then devoted a few minutes 
to McCullough, saving thatit was not a nice 
subject to handle and he would refer 
to itlater. He also spoke of the habit imputed 
to Mr. Preller, declaring that the statement 
had bten dragged from the defendant in the 
cross-examination of the prosecution. He 
said he would show that the statement was 
true. The spanned ayrates some time to dis- 
cussing the snbject. 

Preller’s shirt was shown as corroborative 
evidence of the truth of Mr. Fauntleroy’s re- 
marks. The jury examined the shirt critically 
and carefully and the remarks of the attorney 
evidently made an effect on them.

with a small drop of blood on it was again ap- 
peaied to as proof of the truth of the state- 
ment of the defendant.

C., June 2.—The White 
‘House this morning has been a very busy 
place. he whole house was astir by 4:30. By 
So’clock the President's carriage was driven 
‘§o the door and Miss Cleveland, accompanied 
by the President's vaict, stepped in and was 
@riven tothe depot. When she returned an 
hour later accompanied by Miss Folsom, the 
President was waiting to receive them. Miss 
Folsom was shown into the room at 
the southwest corner of the Executive Man- 
gion, next to the Garficld rdom, which is ocqu- 
pied by Miss Cleveland. She seemed vastly 
Smused at the fact that she had been 
followed from the depot by a carriage contain- 
ing the representatives of four New York 
papers who had come overon the train with 
her. There was a race from the depot 
to the White House, and Miss 
Foisom, looking back at her pursuers, seemed 
to take a great interest inthe chase. When 
had rested and changed her 
traveling robe, brenkfast was served. The 
front of the mansion was overrun with 
visitors all day, but aside from newspaper 
Gotrespondents very few persons were ad- 
mitted. Ool. Lamont gave orders that 
he was to be refused to 
one. When Mr. Bissell of 
Buffalo called about 10 o'clock, however, the 
President ordered him admitted. Shortly 
befere 10 the Colone! got into the White 
Hou¥e carriage and was driven to the office of 
the Clerk of the Suprege Court of the District 
where, upon payment of a Bland silver dollar, 
he received the following permit;

FINAL PREPARATIONS.

& Co. One was about three feet by two by one 
and a half, another was about afoot square, 
and the third was a big barrel. The 
East room has been beautifully 
decorated fora promenade this evening; the 
window spaces are filled with palms redching 
almost to the ceiling. Between them 
are potted foliage plants and 
smaller paims. All these are from the propa- 
gating gardens.

The Bride at the White House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Miss Folsom 
arrived safely in Washington shortly after 5:30 
o’clock this morning, and was met by Miss 
Oleveland. There were very few persons in the 
Baltimore & Potomac Depot when the train 
arrived, althotgh it was broad daylight. The 
train was composed of four cars and President 
Roberts’ private car, the latter being occupied 
by Miss Folsom and the party. While Col. 
Lamont was hurrying down the pfiatform, Mr. 
Benjamin Folsd® stepped out on the rear end 
ofthe car. He was dressed in a mixed suit of 
brown, white Derby, and carried a dark spring 
overcoaton his arm. Miss Folsom presently 
alighted. She was dressed in biack and 
wore a wrap of the same color to pro- 
tect her from the morning air. A styl- 
ish 46h ohat§3=«s(h ottrimmed =e: with white and 
Dlack ribbons and black kid gloves. She is of 
medium size and her manner was shy and rest- 
less. She was escorted by Col. Lamont to the 
carriage and driven direct to the White House 
with Mrs Folsom, who was dressed in black 
and looked a little tired, and Mrs. Rogers of 
Syracuse. There wasa little delay owing to 
the number of English hat boxes, shawl straps 
and other bundles, which had to be looked 
after. Conductor R. Mitchell, who was in 
charge of the train, said that the journey was 
quiet and devoid of incident. There was a 
slight misty rain falling when the train ar- 
rived. Luter on tlie clouds broke away and 
there is prospect now of fine weather. 

WEDDING PRESENTS. 

The White House was entirely closed to vis- 
itors to-day and the usual afternoon reception 
by the President was omitted. Inside all was 
bustie and confusion in preparation for the 
wedding. Several express wagons unloaded 
numerous packages of various sizes at the 
main entrance and were at oncé removed from 
sight. Some were addressed to the President, 
some to Miss Folsom, some to Col. Lamont 
and one to ‘‘Mrs. Grover Cleveland.’’ Moat 
of them were nndoubtedly wedding presents.

The lady upon whose authority 
this information is given says thatthe Presi- 
dentand his bride are to occupy cottage No. 
1, and the preparations forthe reception of 
the bridal couple have been going on fora 
fortnight or more. 


The Wedding Cake.

New YorkK, June 2.—It was only a common 
wooden box that lay on the table at Pinard’s, 
No. 6 East Fifteenth strect, last night. It 
might have contained the most ordinary every 
day article, judging from itsexterior. But ap. 
pearances were deceptive. In it réclined a 
wonder of snowy whiteness, the bride cake of 
Miss Frances Folsom, President Cleveland’s 
spouse-elect. A gentie fragrance issued from 
the box; a comfortable warmth seemed to ex- 
ude from the wood, for the cake into which 
Pinard had breathed the breath of life was not 
cold yet. Mr. John A. Pinard received the 
order on Sunday; forty-eight hours from that 
time and the huge delicacy, with 150 smaller 
delicacies, was ready. There was not a break 
in the expanse of whiteness which overspread 
the cake. The initials ‘‘0. F.,’’ raised 
from the surface, seemed to grow naturally 
out of it; the .waxen wreath of orange 
blossoms which was deftly fastened round the 
top looked as though it bad grown there. 
The 1560 little satin boxes which contained 
slices of the cake material, were cunningly 
covered with white satin, hand painted by 
Tiffany and Co. The lid of each, lifted of 
completely revealed two strips of real point 
lace. Underneath that were the slices of cake 
wrapped in tin. foil and wax paper. In each 
box wasacard on which will appear in due 
course the autographs of the bride and bride- 
groom, The cake was cooked for twenty-four 
hours, and was made by one man, MP. 
Pinard believing that too many cooks spoil 
a bride’é cake.

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MISS FOLSOM’S GOWNS. 


A Description of the Dresses Which the 
Bride is to Wear. 


¥rom ‘the Paris Morning News : 

To begin with the most important one of the 
occasion. The wedding gown isa poem in its 
puré sim ty, of thick ftvory satin of the 
kind that stands alone. The round, plain 
jupe is draped from side to side witha very 
soft silk Indian muslin, attached on the left 
side, and nearly joining the train de cour. The 
muslin is ourle, or bordered, with a very nar- 


row band of Grange flowers and leaves that 
outlines the draping. The train de cour is at- 
tached to the plain bodice, just below the 
waist behifid, and méasures four meters in 
length. It is’ siightly rounded and 
falis in full organ pilaits on the ground, 
no trimming upon it whatever. The 
bodice is extremely neat. Two scarves of the 
soft filmy muslin start from the shoulder 
seams, cross the bosom, and are bordered 
with anarrow. band of orange flowers to cor- 
respond with the skirt. The scaryes at length 
hide away beneath a broad ceinture, or lappet 
ofsatin that crosses the bodice from left to 
right, and fastens on the hip. The effect is 
simple and exquisite. The ‘sleeves are made 
to reach just below the elbow, and have three 
cros#¢way bafids of Indian muslin, forming 

lisse. Attached at the elbow point, on the 
nner side of the arm, are tiny biossoms, buds 
and fwo or three leaves of ‘‘ofangés.”’ The 
veil is of plain white silk tulle of enormous 
length, to be dressed high on the head with an 
upstanding piquet of myrtle and orange blos- 
soms;the six meters of tulle lightly covering 
the entire train. 

THE TRAVELING DRESS 

is of deep gray iluinage, full and plain, over 
petticoat of dark gray silk. Fifty or sixty nar- 
row white stripe form a hem of half a meter 
deep. Corresponding stripes, but less in num- 
ber, form the trimming of thetunic. These 
stripes, close one upon the othér, ornament 
the corsage or vest, which opens over a 
double-breasted waistcoat trimmed with very 
finely cut steel buttons. A square chest piece 
of velvet is inserted half way between neck 
and waist, and forms a high collar, attached 
by a tiny bow of gray velvet. With this will 
be worn alarge gray hat, lined with velvet 
and crowned with ostrich feathers and a bow 
of picot ribbon. 

Another morning dress is of claret and cream 
striped woolen material, over silk skirt, bor- 
dered with a broad band of claret velvet; short 
tunic, draped ip plaite, high on one side and 
left loose on the other. The back of the re- 
trousse fastens on tothe long-waisted body, 
which, besides a claret velvet half waistcoat, 
has a very dainty chemisette of cream etamine, 
tied at the neck with a narrow veivet ribbon. 

A fine gray alpaca waiking costume, with 
broadly plaited skirt and plain tunic simply 
hemmed, has a jacket corsage with white silk 
crepe fichu. The latter covers the chest, and 
is held in place at the waist bya narrow, 
pointed band of alpaca ornamented with a 
small steel buekle and bow; corresponding 
ornament at the left side of the neck. All 
these toilets are extremely neatand useful. 
Miss Foisom has not gone in for extravagance. 
She isa woman of sense, aud one who knows 
how to dress well. 

An afternoon or visiting dress is composed 
of soft bronze (golden brown, not green) cash- 
mere, over crimeon Sicilienne; the petticoat, 
of the latter rich hue, is bordered with a thick 
ruche of bronze Sicillenne, above whi¢h the 
graceful, plain tunic is draped; corsage with 

‘oke of crimson, over which is placed a 

ronze silk passementerie, terminating at the 
chest with atassel of .Jittie silken balls. A 
mantelet of cashmere, lined with crimson and 
bordered witha ruche like the skirt, orna- 
mented with a tiny fiat hood of crimson, 
above which is again placed the bronze passe- 
menterie, completes, with a little brown 
capote edged with ashberries, the most fas- 
cinating visiting costume it is possible to see. 

Another visiting costume is entirely plain, of 
myrtie green velvet, with mantelet to match. 

A dress that will cause envy to spring up in 
the hearts of many is a lovely little costume of 
pale heliotrope Sicilienne with black and white 

vencil stripes; skirt of plain heliotrope faille 
‘rancaise, upon which are laid two siightiy 
fulled- fiuunces of ecrn embroidered tuile, 
forming panels oneither side between the 
back and front retrousse of the finely striped 
overskirt, which is gracefully plaited in at the 
waist in front beneath a corsage, with tight 
fitting waistcoat of embroidery matching the 
skirt, held by a ceinture of the same form as 
that described onthe wedding dress. A but- 
terfly bow of plain Sicilienne fastens on the 
side the high officer’s collar. 

This terminates the series of day dresses and 
walking costumes. 

The evening dresses are naturally far more 
elaborate, and number two biack, one white, 
one pink, one blue and one purple veivet. 
The two black ones are decidedly the hand- 
somest. One is of Chantilly lace, embroidered 
with jet oats that click and sparkle at every 
movement of the wearer, over faille Fran- 
caise. Thetrain is entirely composed of jet, 
lace and bows,the body of corresponding 
style and material. The second is also cov- 
ered with jetted tulle, with pompilies and 
drops, but having a corsage and manteau de 
cour of black Lyons veivet. The purple vel- 
vet is made quite plain, also witha very long 
train. 

A dainty short evening toilet, genre Louis 
XV.. has the skirt of faille in the tnt known 
as vieux rose, afaded and delicate shade of 
pink. The front of the petticoat is trimmed 
with cascades of Malines lace and little bows 
of pink ribbon; short Trianon overskirt, well 
bunched up, of the same material, on whicha 
broad satin stripe is embroidered with crim- 
son rosebuds. Pointed bodice with elbow 
sleeves trimmed en sabot, and pointed waist- 
coat covered in Malines, attached here and 
there witn pink bows. The bodice is cut 
square in front and Leo te pointed behind, 
over which falls a delicately shirred and nar- 
row flounce of real lace. ' 

A white faille ball dress has the underskirt 
completely hidden beneath a net, covered in 
white jets, pearis and crystal beads. The train 
and corsage are of faille, equally ornamented, 
or rather edged, with beads. The front of the 
skirt is attached here and there with white gros 
gtain bows, apparentiy to keep the 
embroidered net in place above a thick ruche 
of unraveled silk. Round decolletage with 
bows on the sleeveless shoulder straps. 

A perfect gem of short dancing dress is com- 
posed of paie blue tulle, embroidered with sil- 
ver marguerites, over petticoat of pale blue 
Sicilienne. The tulle is full, and has the light- 
est and most diaphanous aspect. Short pointed 
cuirass of brocaded silk, also embroidered 
with silver daisies, that are to be equally worn 
in the hair, mixed with deeper tinted corn- 
flowers. These, with a few little foulard 
dresses of minor importance, constitute the 
trousseau, which, although 1 gtamclay mani- 
fold, is what the French peo le term ie juste 
necessaire for a fashionable bride.

THE PRESIDENT’S MARRIAGE. 

“All the world loves a lover,’’ and when 
the lover enjoys the extraordinary dis- 
tinction of being the chief magistrate of a 
nation like ours it is natural to find him 
the object of universal interest. The 
President will be married to-day, and the 
gentle influences of the occasion will raise 
him, temporarily at least, above the 
plane of politics and partisanship to a 
serener atmosphere and a happier realm. 
Party lines are obliterated in the court of 
Cupid, where the sway of the affections is 
the dominating force, and where all are 
admitted who own the dominion of the 
tender emotions. 

To-day, is the first time that a President 
has been married in the White House, and 
it is the universal wish that theauspicious 
event may become a lucky precedent 
through the continuing happiness of the 
contracting parties. To some extent and 
in a certain sense the President’s marriage 
is the nation’s concern. His bride is to be 
the first lady of the land through virtue 
of her husband’s high position, and will 
occupy a social eminence that will draw 
to her the gaze of kindly though critical 
eyes. Thesoundest republicanism accords 
a befitting recognition to the honor and 
dignity of official rank, and the unusual 
consideration properly extended to the 
President of the nation is shared ina 
measure by his wife. It is an occasion for 
national congratulation that the young 
lady whom Mr. CLEVELAND will to-day 
lead to the altar hasall the graces, virtues 
and accomplishments that the people 
would hope to find in a President’s bride.

GOV. HILL ON THE SENATE. 

Gov. HILw’s suggestion that the Legisla- 
tive and Executive Departments should 
be made more independent of each other 
by depriving Senates of the power to con- 
firm or veto executive appointments, is 
one which events have prepared the pub- 
lic mind to receive with some favor. 
Speaking from observation of the United 
States Senate and from long experience 
with the New York State Senate, he says 
the confirming power ‘‘has been used 
‘‘always only to be abused; it does not 
“reject bad men; it rejects good men to 
‘*keep bad men in.’’ 

It certainly does often resolve a Senate 
into a club of log-rolling patronage- 
brokers and oflice-beggars, and anything 
which tends to involve a Senate in any 
such business certainly does impair its fit- 
ness for the performance of its higher 
legislative and judicial functions. The 
body whose peculiar function itis to try 
all impeached officials should have as 
little as possible todo with the appoint- 
ment of said officials or their successors, 
and any power which tends to produce 
patronage bargaining between the Exec- 
utive and either branch of the Legis- 
lature must certainly tend to impair exec- 
utive responsibility on the one hand and 
legislative purity, and freedom on the 
other. : 

But if this strong ground of objection is 
applicable to State Senates whose mem- 
bersare elected directly by the people, it 
must be far more conclusive when applied 
to the United States Senate which is fast 
becoming @ House of Lords, or a club of 
millionaires, railroad presidents and cor- 
poration attorneys, who owe their posi- 
tions, not to the people, but to the venal- 
ity or servility of local Legislatures, and 
to the corrupting power of corporations. 

A Senate so constituted and scheming to 
aggrandize the political power of the spe- 
cial interests it represents can now in 
secret sessions make its bargains and 
fasten its handcuffs on an executive 
elected by and responsible to the people. 
These sessions Gov. HILL aptly character- 
izes as ‘‘a satire on free and responsible 
government, a menace and an abomina- 
tion to decency and liberty.” Whether 
the Senate shall be deprived of this im- 
portunt power or be made more directly 
responsible tothe people for the exercise 
of it, is a question now claiming a large 
share of popular attention, and promising 
to become one of the issues of succeeding 
campaigns. " 
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ENGLISH RAILWAY REGULATION, 

Mr. 8. Latina, one of the oldest railway 
managers in Great Britain, a man who 
has been identified with English railway 
service since 1848, has published a paper 
taking strong ground in favor of a more 
effective supervision of railway manage- 
ment by the Government. His experience 
has taught him that either State control 
or competition is absolutely necessary to 
protect the public from the wrongs rail- 
way managers are tempted to inflict on 
helpless shippers, and that competition 
cannot be depended on because combina- 
tion is possible whenever competition is 
practicable, and according to ROBERT 
STEPRENSON’S axiom, ‘‘competition is 
impossible where conibination is pos- 
sible.”’

pooling combinations? Over-capitaliza- 
tion of railways has been carefully pre- 
vented in England, and numerous acts of 


Railway Commission of larger powers 
than any similar commission yet created 
in this country, have been tried in that 
country for years, and still one of En- 
gland’s highest railway authorities comes 
forward and tells the country in the Fort- 
nightly Review that a more effective 
control by the Government is needed 
to protect the English public from 
unjust charges and _ discriminations. 
In the United States we have made no 
serious attempt to prevent stock-watering 
or pooling, or even to render judicial de- 
cisions against the most wrongful dis- 
criminations effective. Our Legislatures 
have got no further than the idea of ap- 
pointing so-called Railway Commissioners 
to preach to the railway managers and 
draw salaries for playing the part of 
Dogberry’s watchman over them. 

But MUNDELL«’s bill now pending in the 
British Parliament shows how far public 
opinion over there has gone ahead of us on 
thissubject. It notonly vests in the Board 
of Trade the function of arbitrating a cer- 
tain range of railroad questions, but estab- 
lishes a procedure for declaring classifi- 
cations and regulating charges, and con- 
fers exclusive jurisdiction of all railway 
disputes and cases upon a Commis- 
sion, which is to be in reality a 
court of» large powers, from whose 
decisions there is to be no appeal but to 
the Court of Appeal and the House of 
Lords. This new railroad court, com- 
posed of two practical business men and a 
Judge from the bench of the High Court 
of Justice, is to issue its own injunction or 
mandamus, appoint receivers, award 
damages, or do what any other court of 
the highest class can do, and all other 
courts are forbidden to encroach upon its 
jurisdiction or to restrain it by injunction 
or certiorari. Its findings of fact are to 
be final, and it is only on questions of law 
that appeals from its decisions can be 
taken to the tribunal of lastresort. Itis 
to be, in short, a carefully constituted 
court, charged. with the duty of deciding 
all complaints of shippers against rail- 
roads, and clothed with ample power to 
compel railroads to obey the acts of Par- 
liament and the common law as far as ap- 
plicable to common carriers. 
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IT will take a wider stretch of salt water 
than the Atlantic to bleach out the sinister 
stains of personal ambition and personal 
pique that appear through the gaps and 
inconsistencies of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S own 
statement of his position on the home-rule 
question. Heis for local antonomy, but 
not for homerule. In trying to point out 
the distinction between them he first ob- 
jects to the Gladstone plan as making 
the Irish Parliament a subordinate when 
it should be a co-ordinate body, and 
then in another part of his speech he 
contends that it reserves only a nominal 
and delusive supremacy to the Imperial 
Parliament, and means the complete 
segregation of Ireland from the United 
Kingdom.

He 
was opposed to ‘‘anything like religious 
ascendancy,’’ and therefore would never 
let the Catholic people of Ireland order 
their own home affairs, but would forever 
maintain an alien Protestant ascendancy 
over them. To allow them to govern 
themselves would, in his opinion, bring 
woe and ruin upon them, and yet 
he would compel them to take a full share 
in the government of the empire and to 
remain in the Imperial Parliament a for- 
midable obstruction to its labors. His 
reasons for voting against the second 
reading, and refusing to amend the bill or 
suggest any alternative measure, were 
similarly inconsistent, and the speech he 
made in the House on Tuesday merely 
puts him in the role of a tool, used by the 
Tories to down GLADSTONE and the Lib- 
eral party.

Mr. R. B. Hayes has contributed an 
article to an Kastern magazine in which 
he makes a plea for Federal aid for State 
public schools. The article shows that the 
writer has not digested his subject, and 
betrays an evident disdain for statistical 
accuracy. For instance, he affirms that 
3,000,000 of young people of the South, 
about one-half of the whole number are 
growing up without the means of educa- 
tion; whereas statistical reports show that 
in South Carolina and Mississippi, where 
the negroes are relatively most numerous, 
the proportion of children attending 
school is as large as in New Hamp- 
shire. Virginia keeps her schools 
open 118 days in the year, against 
104 in Maine, and 100 in New Hamp- 
shire. The constant progress of free 
education in the South is indicated in 
the fact that Virginia has increased her 
school appropriations from $946,109 in 1880, 
to $1,428,678 in 1885; and therg has been a 
corresponding increase in school éxpend- 
itures in the other States. It is to be 
feared that the bucolic seclusion of the 
barn-yard and hen-house is not always 
conducive to broader views on gconomical 
and political questions.

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BETTING AT THE TRACK. 


A PROBABILITY THAT THE POOL-SELLING 
LAW WILL STOP RACING IN THE EAST. 


Marry Wilks and Majolica at Pittsburg in 
July —The Base-Ranning of Clubs in 
the American Association — Ball Games 
Yesterday —Turf Gossip—The Coming 
Spring Meeting. 


Eastern betting men have adopted various 
measures to evade the New York law against 
pooling and bookmaking on races. The sec- 
ond conviction of a Monmouth Park, N. 
J., bookmaker has created considerable ex- 
citement among the betting fraternity. In al- 
luding to the matter, ‘‘Krik,’’ in the New 
York WORLD of Monday, says: 


To bet or not to bet is at present the absorb- 
Ing topic in connection with racing. Up to 
Friday night New Jersey was generally looked 
upon as ahavenif the laws of New York should 
be #0 mee a enforced as to virtually pro- 
hibit racing. he conviction of McLean at 
Frechold was a great surprise,especially to the 
Monmouth Park Association, which confidently 
expected that the case would either be dis- 
missed or that the verdict would be one of ac- 
quittal, Of course the case will be appealed to 
the highest court and a stay of ro- 
ceedings asked for, which will low 
racing and betting to continue at 
Monmouth Park until a final decision 
is reached. If nosuch stay is granted, there 
will be no racing at Monmouth Park this sum- 
mer, as it willbe impossible forthe assozia- 
tion to wzive $150,000 in purses and added money 
withouta revenue derived from betting. As 
to the proceedings at Jerome Park during the 
past week, the smal! odds offered, owing to 
the non-publicity and absence of an open 
competition, is proof as plain as day that such 
a system is profitable neither to backers nor 
to the association. There is some talk of 
echemes to be tried both at Jerome 
ark and Sheepshead Bay that will 
evade the law as the Duryea system is said to 
do at Brighton Beach. But even ander the 
best of such arranzements the business done 
must be limited and especially unsatisfactory 
toowners. Atall points the question is being 
asked, ‘‘How about Saratoga?’’ The law has 
never been enforced there in any shape, at 
least on the track. It is now said, how- 
ever, that if the authorities continue to 
prevent betting at Jerome lark and interfere 
and enforce the law at Sheepshead Bay, that 
the authorities of saratoga Oounty will be 
compelled to do the same, and that all betting 
will be prohibited at the Circuit Trotting 
meetings inthis State. If the laws, as they 
now read, can thus be enforced, the question 
can be made an issue in the election for the 
next Legisiature, and a majority obtained 
which will amend the law toallow betting 
within the inclosure of ail regularly in- 
corporated associations deriving a revenue 
from running and trotting. The next ques- 
tion asked is, if there isno racing at Mon- 
mouth Park or Saratoga this summer, ‘‘What 
willowners do with their stablies?’’ which is 
answered by saying that a majority of them 
will go to Chicago, and run at the summer 
meeting of the Washington Park Club. The 
programme as announced cails for twenty- 
three days of racing. Should force of cir- 
cumstances cause a sudden influx of 
HKastern racing stables, the Executive 

minittee and racing stewards, consisting of 
P. UH, Sheridan, Samuel W. Allerton, Albert 
awe, Charies schwartz, Uolumbus B. Cum.- 
gs, John R. Walsh, Charies D. Hamill, 
in Dupes, Jr., George H. Rozet, George H. 
eéler, Samuel H. Sweet, N. B. Ream, John 
Carson and John E. Brewster, would quickly 
arrange the programine announced, and by 
iving large purses there could bea meet- 
ng runthe equal of which has as yet never 
been contemplated, while as to betting there 
could be no lack of facilitiesin thatline, either 
at Washington Park or in eareege. It is to be 
hoped, however, that no such state of affairs 
will ensue, ahd that the Monmouth Park Asso- 
ciation will be able to get a stay of proceed- 
ings, and that betting will be allowed in the 
future at Jerome Park, Sheepshead Bay and 
Saratoga, as it was last year.

THE GAY FRENCH CAPITAL CROWDED 
WITH AMERICAN TOURISTS. 


Ex-Minister John Russell Young—The Presi- 
dent’s Bride-Elect—Gen. Field of New 
York—Henry Watterson—Examining Eu- 
ropean Fire Departments — Minister La- 
throp—Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

PARIS, June 2.—The boulevards are again 
looking like the olden time, and the gay city 
is crowded with visitors, among whom are 
hundreds of American tourists, The hotels 
are overcrowded and are turning people away 
every day. It would require a column to give 
you the names of well-known Americans who 
are here enjoying themselves in spite of the 
April showery weather which distinguishes 
the present gay season in Paris. John Rus- 
sell Young left us some time ago. He was to 
have gone with Mr. John W. Mackay 
across the ocean, but letters re- 
ceived here since say that * the 
ex-Minister had a severe return of the fever 
he got in China, and has been compelled to re- 
main at the Langham until the doctors permit 
his departure. Mr. Youngis, unfortunately, 
no longer in the robust health which he en- 
joyed when he wasin Paris six or seven years 
ago, and during the siege, when he wrote his 
interesting letters of the bombardment. A 
letter received last night announces that Mr.

The package contained a 
bottleof attar of roses, nearly a 
pint; a bottle of pearls, about fifty in num- 
ber, some very large and elegant, two in 
articular being about half an inch in 
iameter; a bottle of diamonds. about 
forty, small, but very brilliant; a gold 
plate, a gold ornament of some kind with 
a silk tassel, a box of small diamonds and 
pearls and two pieces of gold. With the 
exception of the bottle of attar of roses, 
nearly if notall of the articles enumerated 
belonged to a jeweled sword, which was 
resented to President Van Buren by the 
fonam of Muscat. The sword and what- 
ever other articles accompanied it were 
placed on exhibition in one of the cases 
in the Patent Office, together with 
a number of other curiosities and pres- 
ents. In 1849 the sword was stolen from 
the case. It was afterwards recovered, 
not, however, before the thieves had re- 
moved all the jewels from the scabbard 
and left but little recognizable. To avoid 
a recurrence of the loss the articles were 
laced in a box and deposited in the 
easury for safe-keeping. They are the 
property of the United States and are 
subject to the orders of the Secretary of 
the Interior or the Commissioner of 
Patents. The presents were made to Mr. 
Van Buren by virtue of his position, 
which gives the ownership to the Govern- 
ment. The young ladies, who are lineal 
descendants of esident Van,» Buren, 
were very much interested in examining 
the various articles, and although they 
made no claim of ownership they could 
not refrain from expressing a wish for 
them.

DEATH OF JOHN KELLY. 


The Tammany Sachem Succumbs te Nerv- 

j ous Debility—His Oareer. 

New Yor«k, June 2.—The report sent to the 
Post-DISPATOH yesterday that John Kelly, the 
famous Tammany Chief, was not expected to 
live through the night was confirmed by 
a later announcement of his death, 
For the last year he had been suffering from 
insomnia and loss of appetite and his death is 
attributed toa general breaking up of the 
hervous system. The news of his demise was 
a surprise to his friends who were 
all under the impression that his 
health was unchanged, if not improving, as 
no reports to the coutrary had been received. 
He was ea devout Roman Catholic, and fora 


the priesthood. The funeral is announced for 
Saturday, to take plac® at the VCathedral, 
where Archbishop Corrigan will officiatein a 
solemn requiem mass over the remains, which 
will be taken from the church to Calvary Cem- 
etery and piaced beside his first wife and her 
children, 

John Kelly was born April, 1822, in the old 
Fourteenth Ward of New York. He began his 
career in the Herald office under James Gor- 
don Bennett, as errand boy. He afterward 
learned the trade of grate-setting and stone- 
cutting, and with financial assistance from 
some of his friends, he-epened a shop of his 
own and was very successful. Soon, by his 
outspoken Democracy be got the lead of the 
politicians of his ward. His first important 
step in politics was heading the movement 
against *the Know Nothings in recognition of 
which services he was elected Alderman by 
the Irish and German element.

The following year he be- 
came one of the Tammany sachems. In 1876 
he was appointed Comptroller of New York 
and up to two years ago owned a controlling 
interest in the New York Star. He married 
twice and had two children, a boy and a girl. 


KELLY’'S POWER AND INFUENCE. 

Sheriff Hugh J. Grant said last evening that 
it was too early even to predict what effect the 
death of Mr. Kelly would haveon the Tam- 
many organization. Although the man to

He never 
ceased to be the leader of the organization 
until he died, and now that he is dead his in- 
fluence will still be felt. He may have beena 
bitter foe, buthe was always an honest one, 
and no man lives whocan say that Mr. Kelly 
was ever guilty of a mean or dishonest 
action.’’ 

In the hotels and al! the public places where 
politicians congregate the death of Mr. Kelly 
was thetopic. But few indulged in specula- 
tion as to what would be the effect on the 
Democratic organizations in this city. For 
poate certain politicians bave claimed that if 
fr. Kelly shouid die the Democratic party in 
this city would become united, and 
that there would be no other Democratic 
organization than that which would 
have Tammany Hall as its headquarters. 
Few politicians last night were willing to ad- 
mit,now that Mr. Kelly is dead, that the union 
of all the Democratic forces will be at once 
effected. It seemed to be at present that Mr. 
Kelly was not alone for the tactional fights; 
he was not alonein the determination to con- 
tinue the war and he was not alone in the be- 
lief that Tammany Halli should never extend 
the right hana of fellowship to her enimies in 
the Democratic party.

Found in Our Gardened Suburbs—A Re- 
tired Street-Cleaner and His Invalid Wife 
Waiting for the Sweep of the Death An- 
gel’s Wings.

Strange, but true. 

And Valentine 8chmidt, whose only impress 
on the age in which he lives is seen in his 
progeny, rode to the Poor-housein that am- 
bulance—having given tp the fight for life, 
being too badly wounded to continue in his 
own behalf—with the same deep-sunken eyes, 
close pressed lips, beetling brows, scored 
forehead, cheeks and neck, drooping of head, 
white hair carelessly scattered aud air of in- 
dependent weakness Napoleon would have 
worn at 77. 

Beside him lay his wife. Her light has 
burned for 74 years, and though near the 
socket hus a brightness yet. So old were both 
they seemed to be all passed the worth of life, 
and yet he at 77, she at 74, were justas loving- 
ly tender as fifty years ago when the priest 
married them and gave his blessing. 

‘*Fifty years ago, the 15th of May, we were 
married,’’ quavered the old man, and in ceéle- 
bration of the event they went out to the Poor- 
house together to-day. Their golden wedding 
day brought them to the time when children, 
grand-children and great. grand-children 
might be gathered about them. It brought 
them to the time when neither could work and 
the three generations of their descendants, 
pooras they had always been, could barely 
keep themselves alive. It brought them to 
the time when aiter ail they must give 
up trying to live by themselves and take their 
share of the city’s niggard charity. 

It is as sad a story a3 was ever written. 

For fifty years that couple in their ignorance 
and poverty lived together, helped and loved 
each other. For eighteen years the wife has 
suffered as a heipless invalid; rhuematism 
rendered heraburden to her husband. He 
never shirked it. Work was littie and wages 
small, but they lived. 

‘*And your wite is sick?’’ said the clerk In 
the Board of Heaith office when the applica- 
tion was made. ‘‘She’ll have to go to the 
hospital—can’t send sick people to the Poor- 


house.’’

‘*‘Well, then, I won’t go,’’ 
man. ‘*‘We must go together., 

lt was finally arranged that she might co— 
they needed to go somewhere or starve. 
‘*You'll be separated there,’’ the clerk said. 
‘*‘Women one part of the house, men in 
another.’ 

**That won't be so bad, for of course I can get 
a permit to see her.’’ 

An 60 this morning they were taken out. 
There were left behind two sons—one witha 
crippled hand having eleven children, all but 
thetwo oider being dependant on him, the 
other having to keep alive eight children and 
awife on a laborer’s wages—and a widowed 
daughter with three children looking to her 
for subsistence. 

‘*What street is this?’’ the old man asked as 
the ambulance pounded over some granite. 
‘Clark avenue? Qh, I've cleaned it a hun- 
dred times,’’ 

He was a street cleaner for twenty-eight 

ears. Three years ago a sunstroke sent him 

ome for weeks, and then bis numerous family 
nearly starved because this old man of 74 was 
notat work. The liliness was severe, and on 
recovery he found his eyesight was much im- 
paired. He returned to work, but the hoe 
would persist in leaving a long streak of mud 
at each side: Netther cursings or threats 
could compel that hoe to mend its ways, and 
finaily in great disgust with so Careless a work- 
ma. the foreman discharged the oldest man in 
the service, the veteran of the department. 

He had never done much, but tne little that 
had come within the reach of his hoe bad been 
well done. 

But he went to the Poor-house to-day. 

The wind stirred the branches of an over- 
ney ae tree, and down came the rain patter- 
ing on the ambulance cover. The wind biew 
in upon the oldand wrinkled faces, bringing 
scents of wild roses, blossoming bushes, the 
clover, grass, and the deep mysterious smell 
of the woods. Sunlight lay like great golden 
eover over the world; there and there a 
silhouette of tree branches were worked into 
the design, and away off there to west a silver 
thread was embroidering the view. 

Hoiding each other’s hands they looked out 
over field and wood. They breathed new air 
and faint color showed in aged sallow cheeks. 
After fifty years of married life, fifty long years 
of the most tender relationship they could 
know, they looked almost young, though he 
was 77 an? she was 74.

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A POSSIBLE VICTORY. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE IRON MOUNTAIN 
ELEVATED FRANCHISE DEFERRED. 


Seddon Wants to Go on Record as Opposed to 
Monopoly—Probability that the Bill Will 
Be Amended Friday Night—An All-Night 
Session of the Council—The Texas & St. 
Louis’ Interest in the Fight. 


The question of whether or no the Iron 
Mountain shall be give a monopoly franchise 
is not yet settled. 

Mr. Temple made his motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill was ordered to en- 
grossmentat 2:30 this morning. 

Mr. Frank had endeavored to dali the matter 
up early last evening, but as his motion was 
inserted while the Dorsett conduit bill was be- 
ing discussed he was decided out of order and 
the effort ended in failure. The conduit bill was 
considered until the hour mentioned and be- 
ing then finished Mr. Temple moved the fre- 
consideration as he had promised, and it car- 
ried. 

Immediately he also moved thatthe bill lie 
on the Secretary’s desk subject to order of the 
Council. .The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Seddon said he had been misrepresented | 
by the press, maligned and defamed; he 
wanted an opportunity of placing himself on 


record as in favor of the bill with an amend- 
ment he would offer, and opposed to it with- 
out that amendment. 

His amendment is that on payment of fair 
compensation, other roads must be given the 
right of using the proposed structure. 

Mr. Bell had asimilar amendment to offer. 
Mr. Duross had prepared an amendment to 
that effect. 

Mr. Temple said he would oppose such 
amendments. He had been. connected with 
railroads and knew the. inconvenience and 
difficuity of such interference with the Lron 
Mountain by other companies. 

The matter has gone over until Friday night, 
when itis confidently expected the douncil 
will incorporate the two amendments limiting 
switching chaiges and providing for the co- 
usage ofthe structure by other roads, and 
pass the bill. 

The Iron Mountain may not accept the bill in 
that shape, butthe citizens of St. Louis will 
ni t get down on their knees and beg the rail- 
road company to ‘‘please tie our hands.’’ 

JOHN W. PHILLIPS, 

attorney for the Texas & St. Louis Rallroad, 
said this morning: ‘‘It is not decided yet 
whether the Texas & 8t. Loujs will come into 
St. Louis directly, or whether it will cross the 
Mississippi at Grand Tower and come up 
on the East side. There are several 
points to be considered. To come up through 
Missouri from Madden, in Dunklin County, to 
St. Lonis would costa great deal of- money. 
The country Is very rough and 
would be numerous cuts and 
to be made. For the money that 
guch a road would cost a high 
bridge could be put across the Mississippi at 
Grand Tower, where the formation eof the 
bangs is peculiarly adapted to bridging. But 
then we would be on the other side of the 
river, and all St. Louis business would have to 
come over the Eads bridge subject to the arbi- 
trary.’’ 

‘in case you decide to come toSt. Louis on 
the west sice?’’ 

‘*Well, if this monopoly franchise is granted 
tothe Iron Mountain, we will have reached 
St. Louis to find the doors locked on us. What 
is the good of being in the city 
if fou can’t reach the river. If 
the Lron Mountain is to control the river ap- 
proach, we might just as well be on the other 
side ofthe river. The bridge arbitrary is ony 
a weight upon S8t. Louis business; f 
we have MH bridge across at Grand 
Tower all our Eastern business we can deliver 
in East St. Louis, andall that is togo west of 
St. Louis can come over the bridge as cheaply 
as over 80 many hundred feet of straight 
track. If we come into St. Louis on the west 
side of the river, and have not the right of 
using the proposed elevated way, but must be 
subject to the discrimination of the Iron 
Mountain, our entrance into the city will not 
be worth the cost. 

‘*The trouble has been tn the past that there 
has been too much carelessness in granting 
franchises and rights. The Supreme Court has 
decided that the Poplar street track franchise 
cannot be repealed, and under a char- 
ter granting the Missour! Pacific 
the privilege of extending its tracks to the 
Mississippi River at &8t. Louis nted by the 
Legisiature, the Missouri Pacifie people claim 
they can build this proposed elevated way 
without the consent of the Municipal 
Assembly. I understand they have that 
theory, although they do not care to insist 
upon it. There is a question about it, 
however, and plainly the Municipal 
Assembly ought not to grant the fran- 
chise without reserving the right to other 
roads to use the structure. Railroads in St. 
Louis have never been forced to fight 
even. There has always been somé advantage 
given to one, some monopoly. If this 
monopoly is given it may decide us to cross the 
river at Grand Tower. If wecould come into 
the city and goto the river on the elevated 
way we might be enabled to avoid the bridge 
by transfer boats or by the proposed Mer- 
chants’ Exchange bill.’ 

‘‘Why does notthe Texas & St. Louis enter 
the fight against the bill?’’ 

‘*Principaily on account of the fact that it is 
now in the hands of areceiver. Heiss only a 
stakeholder, as it were, and does not feel 
justified in fighting such & measure. If 
the road had been turned over to tle 
new company I have no doubt some action 
would be taken. We have the remote interest 
which is contingent on our arrivalin the city, 
but if the Council want to do what is fair to us 
and to other roads it will not grant a monop- 
oly tranchise.’’

SHIELDS GAMBLERS.

The Surprise Which an Attorney Gave the 
Prosecution in the Police Court This Morn 
ing—Crap and Poker Players Now Have 
Reason to Rejoice. 


A decision was made by Judge Cady in the 
First District Police Court to-day which will 
make the rading of gambling establishments 
in the future very difficult. Last Monday, 
Officers Hobbs, Frese,Jamesand O'Neal raided 
No 512 North Levee, a place kept by Jobn Van 
Bibber, colored, and made fourteen arrests. 
The officers claim to have caught the men in 
the act of playing craps. The parties arrested 
were John Van Bibber, Bill Cheatham, Will- 
iam Green, Levi Shannon, Prince Dunn, 
Nathan White, Burrell Brooks, L. Dryden, 
Joseph Bonds, George Davis, Bill Sutton, Tim- 
othy Roberts, John Rowland and Joseph 
Ballinger and cases againstall of them were 
docked for trial in Judge Cady’s court this 
morning, gambling, a misdemeaner, being the 
charge. When the first case, that of Bill 
Cheatham was called, Thomas B. Estep, his 


attorney . 
MOVED TO DISMISS 

on the ground that the officers had not com- 
plied with the law in making the arrests. He 
said they had violated the law in the first 
place in raiding the establishment with- 
out a warrant from the Vice-President 
of the Police Board, and in the 
next by not making outa listof their witnesses 
in bringing the cases. In defense of his posi- 
tion Mr. Estep read section 27 of the Legisia- 
tive act creating the Police Board, which 
stipulates that raids on gambling establish- 
ments must be made by warrants issued bythe 
Acting President of the Police bBoara and 
that the list of witnesses acainst all players 
arrested inthe raid must be furnished the 
Court when the cages are brought. This law, 
Mr. Estep stated, had been sustained by the 
State Supreme Court ina case brought against 
Maj. Rainwater while he was Vice-Presdent 
of the Police Board. 

City Attorney Dyerclaimed that the Johnson 
gambling law repealed this, and also that it 
was rendered nugatory by a iater city ordi- 
nance governing gambling raids. He had 
copies of neither at band, however. 

DEFENDANTS DISMISSED. 

Judge Cady sustained Mr. kstep’s motion 
and Cheatham was discharged. As the same 
law applied to allthg other cases they were 
all nolle prosequied. 

The springing of the statute was quite iN sur- 
prise, asthe police have been making these 
raids for several years without warrants from 
the Vice-President of the Board, 
and no question was ever raised 
in regard to their authority to 
doso. Aithough the law has been there all 
the time and was once tested in the courts, 
none of the attorneys defending the crap and 
poker players, from time to time arraigned 
in court have ever been aware 
of ite existence. After court had 
adjourned, Mr. Dyer hunted up the Johnson 
law, but could find nothing in it repealing the 
law under which the men were discharged. He 
was also unable to find any ordinance that 
would set itaside.

THE GREAT THUNDER STORM OF LAST 
NIGHT. 


One of the Most Intense Displays of Light- 
hing Ever Seen Here—A Signal Observer’s 

¢ Midnight Experience — Confirmation of 
Mr. Hicks’ Theory. 


There was more ofan electrical display in 
this city last evening than the country has 
seen since the Pan-electric investigating 
committee shed light over the country. 
The sultriness of the day culminated early in 
the evening in a closeness that was almost un- 
bearable. Asthe night passedon the clouds 
gathered thick in the west, and ast 10:40 
broke over the city. They hung low over the 
roofs as they neared the city, but suddenly 
lifted under the influence of a strong wind 
that broke from the black mass and split 
it into innumerable rows of _ § lighter 
clouds that gradually rose higher and higher 
until all became merged in one great gray 
cloud that spread ali around the horizon. 

THE COMING OF THE STORM 
was heralded by a pretty display of sheet 


lightning that was 80 incessant in 
its play as to light up all the 
roads for those who were | oe 
home, Lindell avenue was thronge 

from Forest Park to the city 
with belated bicyclists and driving 
parties hurrying home from their evening 
ride. Afterthe rain began to fall the lightning 
increased until it became s80 £«practi- 
caily continuous that no blackness 
followed any flash, as is usually the case. The 
electricity seemed to fill the atmosphere. It 
ran into the houses and seemed to 
dance over all the metallic articles 
until the sicepers thought they were 
at last in the infernal regions. It cracked and 
snapped about the instruments in the Western 
Union and other telegraph offices, and 
wreaked its vengeance onthe artificial force 
by weakening all the currents and 
making the wires practically worthiess. Be- 
ginning at 10:40it continued till nearly mid- 
night, subsiding with the rain. The Rreripste- 
tion continued until 11:45, and in the hour 
three-quarters of an imch, a heavy fall 
of water washed the streets. For fifteen min- 
utes between 11:45 and 12, the wind reached its 
highest velocity, twenty-eight: miles an hour. 

A GENERAL STORM. 

The storm seemed to prevail throughout the 
Upper Tg Missouri, Upper Lake and 
Onio hee and is a startling confirmation 
of Rev. Irl R. Hicks’ theory that the June 
disturbances would begin about the 2d. 

A PERILOUS ASCENT. 

Last night just befure the clocks struck 12 it 
was observed at the Signal Office that the wind 
had disarranged the anemometer or wind 
gauge on the top of the cupola. This gauge 
consista of the little cups that cateh the wind 
and spin around, communicating their move- 
ment to an electrical current that transmits it 
to a dial in the rooms below where 
it is recorded byan automatic. The recording 
ot the wind's velocity is an important part of 
tbe record of a storm, and when the cups 
were found to be out of place it dawned 
on the observers that they had to 
be fixed. But the question was who 
would dare meke the ascent in the midst of 
the fearful disturbance of the elements, The 
lightning was running in on the telegraph 
wires, the thunder shook the immenge 
dome, and the wind, which was biow- 
ing in fearful gusts threatened to 
sweep anybody off the cupola.

the Adams Dllegal—Blaine’s Little Game. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
MONTREAL, June 2.—There is a very inde- 
pendent spirit manifested by the Canadians 
in the discussion of the fishery question. 
**The matter will be settled as Oanada wants 
it to be or not all,’’ said Hon. Peter Mitchell, 
member of Parliament and ex-Minister of Ma- 
Tine and Fisheries, to the Post-DIsPpaTCH cor- 
respondent yesterday. ‘‘It will not be as 
England says but as Canada wishes, the 
Granvilles and Kimberleys to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. England dare 
not oppose us in this. We know our 
rights and shall maintain them at 
whatever cost. I don’t mean to infer that 
Canada desires a tilt with the United States. 
On the contrary, the interests of the two 
countries are so closely allied that it is to our 
interests to be on the most fmendly terms. I 
do not think there is anything in the present 
situation to give cause for serious apprehen- 
sion, and I believe that the whole matter will 
be adjusted amicably,’ but in the meantime 
there are certain things that must be con- 
sidered. I know that most American 
Statesmen @egard Canada simply as a de- 
pendency of Great Britain, and that we 
will be forced to do just whatehe says. They 
were never more mistaken. We havea large 
country, and the time has passed when our 
rights can be ignored with impunity by the 
mother country. The Canada of to-day is not 
the Oanada of twenty years ago, and the 
English leaders will make the discovery if they 
attempt to trifle with our interests. As to the 
seizure of the David J. Adams, in the first in- 
stance, I have taken the ground from the start 
that the seizure was first made without any 
authority of law. She was seized first for buy- 
ing bait, and then, when it was found she 
could not be held legally on that ground, the 
charge was changed to a violation of 
the revenue laws for being more than 
twenty-four hours in port without mak- 
ing entry at the Custom-house. 


In my judgment it was undignified for agreat 
government to firet seize a vessel on one pre- 
text and then finding that would not hold, to 
detain heron another. The subsequent seiz- 
ures on account of purchasing bait should rs 
returned to their owners and reparatio 
made for loss. While the seizures were ill- 
advised and illegal, the principle is one that 
will be promptly 
FUSTAINED BY EVERY CANADIAN. 

The act of 1819, enforcing the treaty of the 
year before, provided no penalty for the pur- 
thase of bait in Canadian ports by foreigners. 
Thatis why the seizure of the Adams was 
illewal. A law recentiy passed by the 
Ottawa Parliament, and which will 
receive the approval of the Governor- 
General inaday ortwo,is Intended to pro- 
vide for this Omissionin regard to the pur- 
chasing of bait by foreigners, under penalty of 
forfeiture of their vessels. But my opinion is 
that such a law is unconstitutional, in beinga 
violation ofour commercial obligations. Ido 
not see how we can assume that the act of buy- 
ing bait by a Yankee captain implies that he is 
going to use itin Canadian waters. The Amer- 
icans will be prevented from fishing in our 
waters unless they grantus some reciprocal 
benetit. We do not propose to give away 
something for nothing. Idonet say that we 
will only be satisfied with the conditions of the 
old Washington treaty. What we insist 
uponis a commission to discuss the mat- 
ter and determine what is right and 
fair for both parties. he Washington treaty 
may have hurta few New England fishermen, 
but it gave the great bulk of your people cheap 
fishing.’’ 

‘*W hat conditions will Canada demand inthe 
event of a conference?’’ 

‘‘Afree entry for her fish into American 
ports; also lumber and other commodities—in 
other words, measures commensurate with 
the privileges Canada grants the United States. 
Unless something is done by the American 
Congress, your fishermen will be driven, forci- 
bly if necessary, out of our waters. No party 
could remairnfin power a day in Canad that 
would permit any other course. It is more 
than probable that Senator Frye is not workin 
s0 much in the interests of the New Englan 
fishermen as he is to stir up bad feeling against 
Canada and defeat this section in the new 
tariff bill before Congress, placing Canada 
luanber on the free list.’’ Asked about the 
threatened secession of Nova Scotia, Mr. 
Mitchell said thatit would be impossible. The 
Canadian provinces were bound as firmly to- 
gether asour States in the Union, and any 
overtact of secession would be summarily 
suppressed.

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Electric-Wire Conduits—The Oak Hill Rail- 
way and the Lindell Boulevard. 


The Council met last evening, Vice-Presi- 
dent Temple in the chair and eleven mem- 
bers present. 

A communication from the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements contained 
Water-works statistics covering the last two 


years.
